Basham Sees EDS Withdrawal As Early Gift, 
But Company Will Continue To Seek License

lt was with apparent glee that State 
Senator Raymond E. Basham (D—Tay- 
lor) issued a recent press release as- 
serting, "Yes, Romulus. ThereisaSanta 
Claus!” 

Basham's statement followed a 
decision by Environmental Disposal 
Systems, Inc., to withdraw its petition to 
operate a hazardous-waste treatment, 
storage, and disposal facility on Citrin 
Drive in Romulus. | 

"| can't imagine a better Christmas 
gift to the people of Romulus than the 
news that they may not be forced to 
share their community with ahazardous 
waste facility," said Senator Basham. 
"The environmental risks involved with 
this project were aconcern to the entire 
Downriver region. 

"EDS submitted a professional cer- 
tification that their hazardous wastes 
facility was constructed in compliance 
with the permit requirements, but that 
simply was not the case," he continued. 


"The problems discovered by [Michigan 
Department of Environmental Quality] 
regulators were considerable, and would 
have posed a serious public health risk 
if the facility had been allowed to open. 

"This clearly reinforces the concerns 
we have raised all along challenging the 
integrity and trustworthiness of the indi- 
viduals associated with this project," 
Basham concluded. 

Included in the senator's statement 
was an assertion that DEQ regulators 
discovered "defective equipment and 
structures on the facility — including an 
inadequately constructed containment 
wall." 

ADEQletterto EDS, acknowledging 
the company's application withdrawal, 
referred to "a substantial defect in the 
construction of the railroad siding at the 
facility,”"and DEQ spokesperson Steven 
Sliver confirmed that the sole problem 
identified thus far involved secondary 
containment trenches beneath the rail- 
road spur.

However, according to the DEQ 
letter, EDS will now be required to have 
an "independent registered professional 
engineer" inspect the facility and review 
its plans and specifications in order to 
identify all other possible defects, andto 
correct those defects if any are found. 

Senator Basham noted that, if EDS 
elects to resubmit its application for an 
operating license, the entire application 
process, including the public-testimony 
phase, will have to start over again. He 
also said that the application willhave to 
include certification that any identified 
problems have been remedied. 

DEQ spokesperson Sliver said that 
EDS has already forwarded certifica- 
tion that the siding problem has been 
resolved, but agency personnel prob- 
ably won't inspect the work until after 
the first of the year. 

Despite Basham's evident hopes 
that EDS will not renew efforts to open 
its newly constructed facility, the com- 
pany has already submitted public no- 
tices to the contrary. (See page 16 of 
this issue.) 

EDS will host its legally required 
pre-application meeting at the Crowne 
Plaza Hotel (8000 Merriman Road, Ro- 
mulus) at 7 p.m. on Tuesday, January 
18, 2005. 

Spokespersons for EDS did not re- 
spond to requests for comment. 
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Animal Lovers to the Rescue! 


Thanks to the care and dedication 
of three City of Romulus employees and 
a couple of local business owners, six 
recently abandoned puppies are healthy 
and happy innewfound adoptive homes. 

The puppies — left in an outdoor 
cage behind the Romulus Animal Shel- 
ter—were discovered by Animal Control 
Department officer Annie Hall when she 
stopped by one evening, after hours, to 
check the area. 

Fortunately, Hallandhercolleagues, 
Ordinance Department director Jean 
Watson and Animal Control officer Kim 
Matthews, knew exactly where to turn 
for help. Robin Modrzynski and Karen 
Bober, co-owners of Fluff-n-Puff Groom- 
ing at 36522 Goddard, volunteered to 
take the puppies until they were old 
enough to be adopted. 

"They could have died from the 
outdoor exposure," noted Modrzynski, 
who explained that the puppies were 
obviously newborns, since their umbili- 
cal cords were still attached. "Puppies 
can't regulate their body temperatures 
until they are much older than that," she 
added. 

Taking onthe care of the foundlings 
was no easy task. They required round- 
the-clock care, including regular feed- 
ings every four hours. 

"Itwas a group effort," said Modrzyn- 
ski. "We all pitched in to help. The 
Animal Control officers, Kim and Annie, 
would come by at lunch to help care for 
the puppies, and Jean, the Ordinance 
director, took them home over the 
Thanksgiving weekend holiday." 

Watson expressed her gratitude to 
both Bober and Modrzynski, saying that 
they have come to the rescue before. 

“They help us with the animals all 
the time," she said. "They are very kind- 
hearted people. 

“The cooperation between Fluff-n- 
Puff and the Animal Shelter is a good 
example of business and government 

working together for the community," 
she added.

At exactly 2400 hours on October 
31, 2004, Romulus Fire Department 
Deputy Chief Robert Pecsenye per- 
formeda personal, yet ceremonial, fare- 
well when he went to his fire radio, 
unplugged it, and put it in a box. In his 
mind, he had officially retired. 

For more than 40 years, Pecsenye 
heard and answered his community's 
calls for help — not as a "career fire- 
fighter," but as more ofa "life firefighter." 

For Chief Pecsenye, the Romulus 
Fire Department has been his passion, 
his hobby, and his life. He joined the 
department in April of 1964 as a volun- 
teer firefighter, and worked his way up 
through the ranks, eventually being 
named captain of Fire Station #4. In 
1983, under the direction of then-Mayor 
William Oakley, he was promoted to 
assistant fire chief by J. Haslip, who was 
the fire chief at that time. Former Fire 
Chief William Greenslait was the next to 
honor Pecsenye, promoting him to dep- 
uty chief in 1988 under the direction of 
then-Mayor Beverly McAnally. 

During his 40 years of continuous 
service, Chief Pecsenye has fought 
more fires and responded to more res- 
cue calls than many firefighters ever 
will. He has been called out of bed and 
away from the dinner table more times 
than he can count. Everything he has 
done (and not done) was largely due to 
his commitment to the Romulus Fire 
Department and its needs. 

To know Chief Pecsenye is to know 
his family. Over the last 13 years — less 
than athird of his tenure with the depart- 
ment — | have had the pleasure of get- 
ting to know not only Chief Pecsenye, 
but also his wife Shirley andson Charles. 
The influence and impact of the chief's 
commitmentto the departmentis clearly 
seen in both of them. 

Shirley is engaging in her conver- 
sations, enlightening with her wisdom, 
and enchanting with her stories of days 
gone by. She speaks of her husband 
and the fire service with respect and 
admiration, despite its dangers and the 
countless hours she has spent worrying 
and waiting for him to come home. She 
hails from the days before cell phones, 
when a man couldn't just pick up the 
phone to call home and tell his wife he 
was going to be late. Always conscious 
of the job of the emergency dispatchers, 
Shirley can'tremember atime when she 
interrupted them to find out how things 
were going or when the fire department

would be clearing the scene. In her own 
right, too, she has been committed to 
her community — committed to sharing 
her husband and his time at another's 
discretion, not hers or even his. Shirley 
is enjoying not having to worry when her 
husband leaves home now, and also 
likes having his help around the house. 
The Pecsenyes are not travelers or so- 
cialites, but rather simpler people who 
enjoy flea markets, a good buffet dinner, 
and an exciting baseball game on TV. 
Keeping Chief Pecsenye connected 
to the fire service on some level will be 
his son, whois a lieutenant and 18-year 
veteran with Wayne County's Detroit 
Metro Airport Fire Department. Follow- 
ing in his father's footsteps, Charlie first 
entered the fire service when he joined 
the Romulus Fire Department in Janu- 
ary of 1983. He servedat Station #4 until 
his retirement as a lieutenant in March 
of 1999. Anyone who knows Charlie 
can attest to his commitment as well as 
his gifts for learning and teaching. He Is 
well respected, andis considered by his 
comrades to be the "go-to guy," as he 
remembers everything. The Pecsenyes 
are proud of Charlie, and rightfully so. 
Chief Pecsenye made a lifelong 
decision to call Romulus "home" for his 
family. A veteran of the U.S. Air Force, 
where he served as a communications 
center specialist, the chief is now a 
member of American Legion Post #111 
(Wayne). His entire career was spent 
with the same employer, Kelsey-Hayes. 
As often is the case when an indi- 
vidual has been in the fire service for 
many years, Chief Pecsenye is consid- 
eredtobe "oldschool." If, by that, people 
mean that aman honors tradition and is 
humble, loyal, and not a complainer, 
then it is true of him. Chief Pecsenye is 
the strong, silent type with “leather 
lungs." Many of his years of fighting fires 
were before the invention of Scott Air 
Packs. Fires were primarily fought from 
the outside, and response was more 
guided by instinct than by a well-re- 
searched standard operating procedure. 
When asked, by other officers, about 
his decision to retire, Chief Pecsenye 
simply stated, "It's time." He was the 
type of officer who couldn't or wouldn't 
expect 100% from his people unless he, 
too, could give 100%. 
Chief Pecsenye leaves the Romulus 
Fire Department with a legacy — one 
that may never be repeated. I’m sure 
that all of us atthe Romulus Fire Depart- 
ment wish him and his family the very 
best. Thank you, Chief Pecsenye. U

For example, said Kruse, when 
Court Officer Hindman reviewed some 
basic information about driving laws, he 
asked how many of the students had 
ever driven without a license. About half 
of the students raised their hands. Of- 
ficer Hindman then explained that, if a 
student gets pulled over for driving with- 
out a license, he/she is then unable to 
obtain alicense until his/hertwenty-first 
birthday. 

‘About 50% of the students were 
unaware of that," he said. 

Hindman also explained the conse- 
quences of driving while intoxicated, 
and the difference between being legal- 
ly drunk (a blood-alcohol level of .08) 
and impaired (.02). 

“It would only take one drink over a 
one-hour time period to reach the ‘im- 
paired' level,” he pointed out. 

Judge Oakley then took the stu- 
dents into his courtroom to discuss how 
the judicial process works and explain 
the procedures he follows in his cases. 
He also showed them the individual jail 
cells that house people accused of 


crimes until they can be arraigned. 

"Judge Oakley told the students 
that the court's facilities are open 24/7, 
365 days a year, and that anyone who 
gets caught in some type of offense can 
end up there," said Kruse. 

"It made a big impression on the 
students. They didn't like those cells at 
all." O

One of the most important parts of 
Dr. Epstein's program was a discussion 
of the benefits that parents enjoy when 
they become involved in their children's 
schools. Those benefits include: 

e increased feelings of support from 
the school and other parents; 

e more interactions with other families 
in school and community activities; 

e more effective responses to student 
problems; 

e increased awareness of student 
progress, andhow to give help when 
necessary; and 

e an increased feeling of "ownership" 
in the school.
